No Fighting. 

Mayence, April 6, — (Associated^ 
Press), — French troops entered 
Frankfort at 6 o’clock this morning, 
finding only a small German force 
left there to afford police protection 
for the people. The occupation of 
the city was a mere military march 
and was not attended by any fight¬ 
ing. 

Darmstadt was entered shortly af¬ 
terward by French forces. The Ger¬ 
man Government garrison of that 
city had left at midnight to avoid 
contact with the l-Yencb and this 
morning was six miles east of the 
city. 

Orders From Foeh. 

Paris, April 6.—French soldiers to¬ 
day occupied the German cities of 
Frankfort-on-Maln and Darmstadt, 
sixteen miles south. Forces com¬ 
manded by General‘de Goutte, which 
have been holding the Mayence 
bridgehead, were ordered forward by 
Marshal Foch following the efforts 
on the part of the French Govern¬ 
ment yesterday to Induce the Berlin 
Government lo withdraw Its forces 
from the neutral rone along the 
eastern bank of the Rhine, whero 
they had been ordered to disperse 
Communistic units Uiat for the past

The pound is coming back, not ih spasmodic, 
irregular jumps, but with a steady stride which 
befits its dignity and properly typifies the sturdy 
old gentleman whose pooketbook is its happy 
home.

I markets. These developments are sending the 
pound upward.

'fhe Vancouver Board of Trade recently took 
occasion to point out to the Dominion authorities 
that British Columbia’s position was becoming 
increasingly difficult by the addition to her own 
patients of suspected and incipient subjects from 
the Prairie Provinces. The Health Department, 
however, does not offer anything in the way of a 
solution but contents itself with the suggestion 
that joint action by the four western Provinces 
might result in reaching an agreement by which 
the burden of the receiving Province would not 
be increased to any disprof%rtionate extent. 

Undoubtedly, an arrangement of this sort 
would be of a8.sistanee in cases where the suf¬ 
ferer is in a position to come to British Columbia 
and obtain treatment at a recognized institution. 
But what of fhe individual whose slender funds 
would not permit of the expense t The dry belt of 
this Province is peculiarly adapted to the cure of 
tuberculosis; bnt there never .should be any sug¬ 
gestion that its virtues are to be partaken of by 
the rich alone. 

It the Department of Health at Ottawa recog¬ 
nizes the desirability of co-operation between the 
Provinces it plainly recognizes in principle that 
tuberculosis is unlike any other disease and that 
there are places where its treatment may be un¬ 
dertaken with every hope of success. Having gone 
that far it should take steps to nationalize in 
pratdice its aeceptanoe of the principle, a pro¬ 
ceeding which would be supported by the coun¬ 
try as a whole.

'I’he occupation of Vladivostok by Japan was 
preceded by the announcement of the .Japanese 
Government that Japanese troops eonld not be 
Withdrawn from Siberia until the safetyof Japan¬ 
ese subjects in that country had been assured. This 
excuse for the seizure of Vladivostok is certainly 
nothing if not clastic, for in a country as un¬ 
settled and spacious as Siberia it must be a long 
time before the safety of the citizens of any 
power, including the safety of Siberians them¬ 
selves, can he assured. 

The occupation of Vladivostok is likely to 
have another motive, besides the protection of 
Japauese residents in that part of the world, 
and that is to prevent the poison of Russian Bol¬ 
shevism percolating into Japan. By holding the 
outlets of Siberia the Japanese authorities may 
consider that they prevent the pest from es¬ 
caping from its own habitat. 'Whether this view 1 
is correct or not only time can tell, but we will 
tvager that if Japan is ripe for the sceJ.s Bol¬ 
shevism the operations of Japanese soldiers in Si¬ 
beria will be futile to stop their growth. 

This denotes a fundamental fact everj’wherc 
on earth. Bolshevism ean flourish only where free¬ 
dom is stifled, where there is oppression and 
caste rule over an ignorant and illiterate popu¬ 
lace. 'rhe theory that the outside world can be 
guaranteed against it by sending armies to fight 
the Bolsheviki in Russia—whose leaders, by the 
way, arc Czarists, not Bolshevik—has been gen¬ 
erally abandoned, the British Government being 
orfe of the first to discard it on the recommenda¬ 
tion of General Gough and the other members 
of the British Military Mission which was sent 
to Russia.

“You must renllxe." he continued, 
■'that the Government cannot nut of 
less than ten per cent, of the wealth, 
and less than fifteen per cent, of the 
population distribute the relief you 
are asking. That being the case, 
there’s only one possibility of re¬ 
lieve—the Government cutting down 
expenses in various directions. As 
for the Government not assisting the 
municipalities In this city and in 
every other place the Government is 
making increased expenditures on 
schools, roads, public buildings and 
so on. We had a very difficult situ¬ 
ation to face when we took office 
three years ago. The revenue didn't 
pay for the operation of the machine 
by 12.000.000, We had to take the ob¬ 
noxious position of raising the taxes 
both in the municipalities and opt- 
side. To-<lay our revenue has doubled 
; and yet It is insufficient to meet the 
requirements. You ask for fair 
treatment. That's nil we are asking 
for. The people of the Province must 
realize the condltipn of the (»ovem- 
ment. I said the only possibility of 
relief was by the Government cut¬ 
ting down its expenditures—where 
can we cut them down? 

The Government's Case. 

“You Infer," the Premier proceed- 1 
ed. "that you are getting no return ; 
from the taxes collected out of the 
city by the Government. You have 
the benefit of the operation and main¬ 
tenance of the Government buildings 
In Victoria and the Civil Service. Be¬ 
sides this the Government has in¬ 
vested over $1,000,000 on the Song- 
hecs Reserve and, outside of Ksqul- 
matt. I don’t think any other mu¬ 
nicipality in the Province but Vic¬ 
toria is benefiting from that Invest¬ 
ment. We have put the sum of 
$260,000 in the estimates for the 
Johnson Street Bridge and $60,000 
for improvements. The effect of the 
Governtnent’s improvement of the 
Reserve has beeft that you have liad 
$ 20 , 000,000 worth of ships built there. 
If that iH not benefit, I would like 
to know what Is? As a result, also,
